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ORIGINALLY from a village in the Mendips, near 
Bristol, Andy Jones, 30, was recently attracted to 
Lyme Regis by the town's world-renowned Boat 
Building Academy on Monmouth Beach, en¬ 
rolling in a nine month course which covered a 
wide range of techniques. 

He previously worked for Babcock International 
in London, on behalf of the London Fire Brigade, 
covering the supply and maintenance of opera¬ 
tional equipment, and he now hopes to put his 
new skills to use working with wood. 


•WHAT attracted you to the Boat Building Acad¬ 
emy? Firstly to learn and new skills and gain a recog¬ 
nised qualification that will allow me to hopefully 
always find work anywhere in the world. Also to have 
a better understanding of boat building and work¬ 
ing with wood and composites, and thirdly the loca¬ 
tion! 

• DID you have any previous experience in boat 
building? 

I have no previous experience, the course was totally 
new to me. I have been sailing before but was a rar¬ 
ity. 

• WHAT did your course entail? 

I enrolled up the full-time, nine-month boat building 
course, covering a wide range of areas. The main 
areas were lofting, key woodworking skills and joint 
understanding, boat construction methods, boat fit 
outs and rigging, painting and finishing, GRP and 
FRP methods, marine adhesive and methods for 
glueing up with the aid of vacuum pumps, to name 
a few. 

• WHAT did you hope to achieve from it? 

As boat building was new to me prior to the course 
starting, I hoped to understand all matters of boat 
building but also how to operate the machinery and 
tools in the workshop, which is a vital part of tradi¬ 
tional and modern boat building. I have always 
wanted a hands-on skill and a skill that can be ver¬ 
satile and be used for all matters of woodwork, not 
just boat building. 

• WHAT did you enjoy about the course? 

To be honest, I have enjoyed the whole course and 
all areas covered. The course is laid out extremely 
well, I have enjoyed so much of it and the teachers 
make learning interesting and fun. I guess I enjoyed 
putting my new skills to the test when we advanced 
from the basic woodworking skills part of the course, 
onto the construction of the variety of boats built at 
the academy. The group breakfasts and lunches are 
pretty epic too! 



• WHAT do you plan to do after the course? 

I hope to take my new knowledge of boat building 
into a boat yard and expand with experience. Even¬ 
tually I hope to start my own business but possibly 
not building boats, but most definitely working with 
wood. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

DJing and music production, stand-up paddle 
boarding, wood craft, going to the gym, martial arts, 
travelling, fishing and, of cours,e now sailing is a 
clear interest of late and I have done much of it since 
I moved to Lyme Regis. 
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• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

It's a friendly town with lots going on. I started stand- 
up paddle boarding just before the course and it's 
fantastic to get out of the water of the Jurassic Coast. 
The academy is a stone's throw from the water's 
edge, which just makes it so much more of an attrac¬ 
tive place to come and learn. I was living in London 
before the course started and my job was pretty full 
on, so moving down to Lyme was the ultimate de- 
stresser and I have always been made to feel wel¬ 
come. The pubs are fun and the local ale from the 
brewery in Bridport goes down well. 

• IF you could own any kind of boat, what would 
it be and why? 

It would have to be a tall ship as I am fascinated by 
the history and the old maritime tales of pirates. I've 
always fancied setting sail and exploring the world, 
and what better way to do it than the way it always 
used to be done? 

• WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination, and 
why? 

I am most definitely a beach bum so would probably 
say the Philippines. A dream job for me would be a 
restoration of a fishing boat on a secluded beach 
some where in the tropics.

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Residents and leaders hit 
back at 'sensational' article 


A HIGHLY critical national newspaper report claims 
Weymouth is “a place beset by low wages, lack of 
transport, isolation and poverty of aspiration”. 

But the Observer article has drawn a strong defence 
from leading Weymouth civic figures and residents 
alike. 

The report praises Weymouth seaside frontage but 
says that behind this lies empty shops and the likes of 
Littlemoor housing estate which it claims “is among 
the most deprived in Europe”. 

It adds that national statistics show schoolchildren 
in coastal towns such as Weymouth are “falling dra¬ 
matically behind their counterparts in the inner cities 
in terms of GCSE results” and that “aspiration and 
achievement” is now a major issue in seaside towns 
like Weymouth. 

The Observer says just over 21 percent of Wey¬ 
mouth's adult population need benefits to help with 
housing costs, almost a quarter of households have no 
car and “locals complain the bus services have been 
cut to the bone”. 

But Weymouth resident Mike Kelly, while agreeing 
that the article “said so much that needs to be said 
about the challenges faced in many coastal communi¬ 
ties”, said it was a pity the piece was spoilt by “sensa¬ 
tional and sweeping comments”.

He added: “Weymouth and Portland certainly need 
investment and their plight has been fuelled by the 
steep reduction in public sector jobs, pay and condi¬ 
tions. Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester are histor¬ 
ically heavily dependent on public sector 
employment. 

“What is less helpful is to suggest that the area suf¬ 
fers from poor schooling. This is not borne out when 
I speak to other residents and my contact with Wey¬ 
mouth schools and colleges and their teachers and 
staff has shown a picture of commitment and deliv¬ 
ery. 

“The reference to the social inequality between dif¬ 
ferent neighbourhoods of the borough could have been 
so well made yet it sensationally and unhelpfully 
refers to the suburb of Littlemoor in a manner which 
is incorrect and unfair to those residents, teachers, 
councillors, community workers and businesses who 
are doing their best to support the community. 

“Also the local bus services are not as poor as the 
article suggests though the problem may be more to 
do with high fares which have resulted from reduc¬ 
tions in Government and County Council subsidy. 


“The article by Tracy McVeigh refers to the many 
attractions of the area. She is right that help and in¬ 
vestment are urgently needed but please don't make 
generalist, careless and dispiriting remarks that could 
worsen the situation.” 

His defence was backed by Councillor Mike Byatt, 
leader of the Labour group which is the largest party 
on the council, who said the article “portrays Wey¬ 
mouth in a very negative way”. 

He added: “We don’t see Weymouth in the same 
way. We see it positively as a good place to live and 
work.” 

But he agreed the biggest message was a need to 
look to the future. 

Mr Byatt said: “This is about ambition which is what 
we have been talking about with the future of the 
council, to promote the town, to promote investment 
and provide opportunities for young people. 

“We need to create an environment here in Wey¬ 
mouth for the future of work and careers. 

“I am keen to look at public and private funding to 
see if we can create an innovation and enterprise cen¬ 
tre for young people to help them develop the kind of 
skills which are fit for a modem community. 

“Modern technology is continuously evolving and 
young people have particular skills in this area.”

Traffic-free cycle path opens 


A TRAFFIC-free route has now 
been completed to enable people 
to cycle safely all the way from 
Portland to Dorchester. 

The new scheme connecting 
Weymouth town centre with the 
relief road cycle path was offi¬ 
cially opened as part of this 
year’s national bike week cele¬ 
brations . 

The two-mile path, which runs 
through Westham, Southill, Radi- 
pole and Redlands, is the final 
part of a long-term project to help 
reduce road congestion in the 
area and encourage more people 
to stay fit and healthy through 
outdoor exercise. 

Dorset County Council’s Cabi¬ 


net environment and economy 
spokesman Peter Finney said: 
“We worked closely with local 
residents to design the scheme. It 
is wonderful that local children 
now have a safe and traffic free 
route to travel to school.” 

Costing £985,000, the scheme is 
a major investment in the town's 
walking and cycling network and 
means that people can cycle traf¬ 
fic-free all the way from Portland 
to Dorchester. 

Southill councillor David Harris 
said: “I’m delighted that the new 
path is now open for use. It pro¬ 
vides a superb resource for the 
community and links the Lorton 
Meadows and Lodmoor nature re¬ 


serves with Radipole Lake, the 
Rodwell Trail, Chesil Bank and 
Portland, giving a picturesque 
route for walkers and cyclists.” 

With five new road crossings - 
including the Weymouth Way 
Toucan crossing at Chafey's 
Roundabout which opened in 
March - the network gives people 
a host of options to safely walk 
and cycle around the area, getting 
to school, work or the shops with¬ 
out using a car. 

Funding was provided from the 
Weymouth-Dorchester Corridor 
LSTF Project, the Department for 
Transport's Cycle Safety Fund 
and funding from Dorset County 
Council.

Weymouth BID Manager Nigel Reed said: "We are 
looking forward to the launch of the first team of 
Weyfarers which will closely followed by the recruit¬ 
ment of a second group who will attend the training 
course so that the BID can build a great team of vol¬ 
unteers who will also help support events, festivals 
and cruise passengers visiting the area."

AN army of veterans put Weymouth and Portland on 
a wartime footing from a Spitfire in the sky to a spec¬ 
tacular beach assault and a grand parade on land. 

People poured in to the borough for the event, 
strolling along the Esplanade to browse seafront stalls 
or going across to the Hope Square side of the harbour 
where they enjoyed the likes of a World War II police 
station and a recruitment point for the Women’s Land 
Army.

Church concert 
held for Buxton 
monument fund 


THE Thomas Fowell 
Buxton Society has held 
its first fundraising con¬ 
cert at St Mary’s Church, 
Weymouth. 

Dorset pianist, Duncan 
Honeybourne gave a 
recital with the money 
raised going towards the 
erection of the Buxton 
Monument on Bin- 
cleaves Green, Rodwell, 
Weymouth. 

The monument will 
celebrate the achieve¬ 
ments of this former 
Weymouth MP who did 
so much towards the 
abolition of slavery 
throughout the British 
Empire, passed by Act of 
Parliament in 1833. 

The piano recital fea¬ 
tured pieces by well- 
known 19th century 
composers, Schumann, 
Liszt and Chopin. 

A 20th century piece 
by little known local 
composer, Ronald 
Swaffield was included. 
Swaffield had been bom 
in Wimbledon but was 
raised in Weymouth 


from a young age at 
Rodwell Lodge. Apart 
from his general creative 
output, he composed 
several choral pieces for 
the Weymouth Choral 
Society and died in Wey¬ 
mouth in August 1962. 
He lies buried in All 
Saints Churchyard, 
Wyke Regis. 

St Mary’s Church was 
an ideal choice for this 
concert as in 1815 
Thomas Fowell Buxton 
was one of the donors 
helping to fund the en¬ 
larging of the church. 
Buxton donated £100. 
His step-father, Wey¬ 
mouth banker Edmund 
Henning, also figures on 
the board in the church 
porch, which lists in fad¬ 
ing gilt letters the names 
of all those who con¬ 
tributed 200 years ago 

The recital was well at¬ 
tended and Weymouth 
and Portland Mayor 
Councillor Kate Weller 
and her husband were 
there as special guests of 
the society.

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Gateway public art to be unveiled

WORK on the creation of a public art scheme 
at the Weymouth Gateway site on Mercery 
Road will be unveiled on July 16th. 

Artist Andy Kirkby, who lives in Moreton 
near Dorchester, was commissioned to create 
the artworks, and based his concept designs on 
stories from the public. 

Community engagement was at the heart of 
the project and people contributed local stories 
towards the artwork designs earlier in 2013. 

The public art scheme is co-funded by fash¬ 
ion retailer New Look and Sainsbury. 

Andy was also helped by Radipole illustrator 
Katie Rewse and manufacturing company 
Aquarium Technology Ltd. 

An exhibition, which reflects Andy’s early 
designs for the sculptures and provides back¬ 
ground to the project, will be held in Sains- 
bury’s foyer from the beginning of July. 

Installation will be complete at the start of 
July with the official unveiling by BBC An¬ 
tiques Roadshow expert and local resident 
Paul Atterbury and Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Councillor Kate Wheller on July 16th. 

Mr Atterbury said: “As someone who has al¬ 
ways believed in the power of public art, and 
sculpture in particular, I am delighted to be as¬ 
sociated with the Weymouth Gateway project. 

“Weymouth needs more public art, and this 
is a great addition to the town’s urban land¬ 
scape.” 

Mr Kirkby said: “It has been a pleasure to 
work with the local community in sourcing 
ideas for the three sculptures. The enthusiasm 
and support I have received has not only 
helped me in the design process but, I hope, 
instilled a sense of ownership towards the proj¬ 
ect as a whole.” 

Weymouth and Portland culture spokesman 
Councillor Rachel Rogers said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that Weymouth is adding these unique 
works to its public art portfolio. 

“Public art relies on the quality and impact 
of its exchange with those who interact with it 


and I would encourage all local residents and 
visitors to the area to come and be part of that 
interaction.” 

Weymouth and Portland community facilities 
spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce said: “Andy 
Kirkby has produced public art in Dorset for 
many years and, while I don’t want to spoil the 
unveiling surprise, I for one think it is his best 
work ever.” 

Project manager Nicky Whittenham said: 
“From the seeds of the community’s stories, an 
amazing visual celebration of some of the di¬ 
verse heritage of our town and local area has 
grown. The Weymouth Gateway scheme is a 
wonderful example of contemporary public 
art.” 

The three sculptures include “Under the 


Hill”, the artist's design for the bus shelter to 
be sited outside the Sainsbury’s store on Mer¬ 
cery Road. It relates to the folklore about music 
being heard from underneath the ground at 
Bincombe Bumps. 

The second sculpture “Frame” echoes the 
fashion nature of New Look’s operations and 
has etched into its surface designs by local il¬ 
lustrator Kate Rewse celebrating some of the 
contributed community’s stories. The wheels 
used are resonant of those which can be seen 
on King George Ill’s bathing machine near the 
King’s statue. 

The third sculpture “Torpedosaur” reflects 
the Jurassic Coast heritage of the area com¬ 
bined with the Whitehead torpedo factory 
legacy, the body of the torpedosaurs being con¬ 
structed from real torpedo casings. The throne 
reflects King George Ill’s love of the town as 
a holiday destination.

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Weymouth Matters 


A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


A Walton family holiday 



ONLY on a quirky holiday to Crete could you 
find yourself sat under trees by a fountain chat¬ 
ting with two elderly sisters who turn out to be 
direct descendants of Buffalo Bill Cody! 

But that’s what happened when I took my 
family on a fortnight’s holiday to the resort of 
Stalis as part of celebrations for my 60th birth¬ 
day. 

The sisters, Stalis regulars, proudly detailed 
their family connection to the famous Wild 
West legend over a beer or three at the lovely 
Amazones apartments where we stayed. 

It was not the first offbeat moment we had 
starting with our arrival which saw us battle 
our way down to a local taverna in winds gust- 
ing to more than 50mph. Our meal was a bit 
surreal as we tried to time conversation be¬ 
tween the whap-bang noises of canvas walls 
being sucked in and out by the gale. 

Fortunately it was the worst weather we saw 
and long sunny days soon followed exploring 
the coast, mountains and plateau area near our 
resort. 

There were the delights of rock cisterns, a 
2,000-year-old tree and a church with a bell 
made from the recycled nose cone of a Ger¬ 
man bomb at Krasi or quaint churches, a ru¬ 
ined olive oil factory and top quality crafts at 
Mohos. 


Both were reached using a contraption very 
similar to Weymouth’s seafront land train 
dubbed the Happy Train by its Cretan opera¬ 
tors. Locals call it the Wally Wagon! 

We tried to have one day doing something 
and one day relaxing, so other busy trips 
spaced out between siesta days included a 
stroll round the mined Minoan palace at Malia, 
a fascinating tour of the open air museum at 
Lychnosta and a brilliant nine-hour jeep safari. 

This last took us literally not just off the 
beaten track but off any kind of track at all as 
we followed breathtaking mountain path 
routes to see everything from Griffin vultures 
to mined windmills and from ancient cave sys¬ 
tems to a valley of goats. 

Other days involved bus trips west to the 
neighbouring resort of Hersonisos or east to 
the chic resort of Agios Nikolaos with its cen¬ 
tral lake surrounded by restaurants. 

And then there were the nights which pro¬ 
vided superb meal after superb meal, all 
washed down with icy draughts of beer or dev¬ 
astating shots of Raki, a fiery spirit described 
by one jaundiced member of our party as being 
made from toe-nail clippings. You certainly 
didn’t get it on your clothes! 

Appetites honed by fresh air and miles of 
walking were sated by mouth-watering lamb 


dishes such as kleftico or the stunning creation 
involved with a special mountain pork dish 
based on herbs with thick slices of potato 
packed in around it, the whole dish being gen¬ 
tly cooked for four hours until it just melted in 
the mouth. 

There were Greek salads with sharp feta 
cheese, famous traditional dishes such as 
moussaka, treats such as Greek yoghurt with 
rich thyme honey, grilled octopus, regional 
delicacies such as rabbit stew or an incredible 
array of fish dishes from red snapper and 
swordfish to Dorado, sardines and bass. The 
choice was endless. 

One riotous Greek night at our favourite tav¬ 
erna, Hellas, saw all of us tuck in to mountain 
pork washed down on a wave of Raki to fuel a 
furious dance up and down the street led by the 
owner and backed by a top class bazouki 
player. And the reward for taking part? Every¬ 
one got a banana! 

Shining throughout our holiday was the won¬ 
derful Greek hospitality I have come to treas¬ 
ure. If you dropped in at a restaurant to book a 
table for that night then there was no: “Thank 
you sir and we look forward to seeing you 
tonight.” 

Instead you were warmly greeted, taken in 
and sat down for a chat while staff hurried to 


bring you chilled cherries and a glass of raki 
or fresh juice. By the time everyone had 
checked on each other’s health, commented on 
how hot it was and talked about what we’d all 
been doing then booking the table became al¬ 
most incidental to relaxing among friends. I 
actually had to delay one booking while the 
chef brought out that night’s planned signature 
dish and asked me if I felt it needed a little 
more salt! 

I took more than 500 photographs, bought 
everything from honey to tableware and from 
olive oil to a large ceramic lantern, made new 


acquaintances and was joyfully welcomed 
back to Stalis by old friends. 

Five out of our seven-strong party had never 
been to Crete before. All of us vowed to come 
back again and toasted that sentiment in 25- 
year-old wine given us as a gift by our 
favourite taverna owner. 

Everyone has holiday memories and this 
break to celebrate a landmark in my life gave 
me some wonderful sunny snapshots to fondly 
look back on when the rain is running down 
our windows and winter is snapping at our 
heels.

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Former racing legend tells all in new book 


A DORCHESTER man 
who dominated the 
British Touring Car 
scene in the 1980s, and 
also survived a high 
speed Le Mans crash, has 
been signing books about 
his life.

walked away from the 
crash. 

In Australia he made 
his name taking charge 
of the General Motors 
Holden team and, as well 
as managing the team as 
a driver, won the

He continued in motor- 
sport driving a variety of 
cars including big 
Jaguars and Mazda 
which local people will 
associate him with 
through the brand garage 
at Upwey and can still be 
found taking an active 


part at Goodwood events. 

Now in his 70s Mr 
Percy says he was per¬ 
suaded to write about his 
exploits with the help of 
former race driver Spike 
Anderson who carried 
out some of the research, 
found old photos and as¬ 
sisted in putting the book 
together. 

The project took three 
years and the books are 


now available locally 
from the Dorchester Col¬ 
lection in London Road 
where he signed copies at 
the weekend.

Whether your hair thins as you age 
or you experience thinning your twenties (called alopecia, the condition 
is triggered by genetics and even bad nutrition choices), there are simple 
cuts, coloring techniques and styling tricks that can disguise sparse 
strands. We caught up with Diane Stevens, Lead Stylist for Nioxin (the 
brand known for treating hair thinning) on how she camouflages thinning 
hair on her clients. 

GO OMBRE - Starting with a darker base and slowly getting lighter 
towards the ends creates the visual effect of thicker hair at the tips. Go one 
or two shades lighter at the base for a subtle color change. 

ADD MULTIDIMENSIONAL COLOR - Create movement and the illusion 
of fullness with this color trick. "Have your stylist use different tones and 
levels to create a soft, multidimensional look," Stevens says. "Oftentimes, I 
use three different formulas to do so. I use one shade that is my client's 
natural base color, one that is slightly lighter and a third that is slightly 
darker.This creates a look that includes a play of light and dark shadows." 
However, she warms against too many highlights.This draws attention to 
thinning hair at the roots. 

CREATE VOLUME WITH YOUR CUT - Adding layers throughout the hair 
creates lift, volume and movement. Stevens recommends a strong bang 
with soft layers like Michelle Obama's or a side swoop fringe with soft layers 
like Jennifer Lawrence's. These styles "give the cut a much denser appear¬ 
ance and will make the hair look less fine and 
fragile,"she says. 

STYLE IT RIGHT - "For instant volume, I love 
to start with Nioxin DiaMax ($50, nioxin.com), 
a leave-in scalp treatment that actually in¬ 
creases the diameter of each hair strand," 
Stevens says. She recommends creating long- 
lasting shape by setting hair with hot rollers or 
pin curls. "Gradually layer in styling product 
and add as needed to achieve the desired re¬ 
sult." She also advises to not over-dry because 
hair will lose its manageability and fall flat.

21st century style! 

FROM exquisite starfish and elegant ammonites, to 
terrifying teeth and pre-historic poo!.. .finding fossils 
has never been easier thanks to a new online database. 

The Jurassic Coast Fossil Finder showcases almost 
1,000 fossils held by museums along the Dorset and 
East Devon Coast. It includes specimens that date 
back over 500 milli on years. 

Each fossil has been professionally photographed, 
and is accompanied by a magnifier which reveals the 
most intricate details. 

Some were also photographed in 360 degrees, so you 
can see them from all angles. There is a description of 
each fossil, together with a fact sheet which gives the 
scientific data. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, Dorset County Council 
Cabinet Member for Public Health and Community 
said: “This is a fantastic resource, not just locally but 
globally. The Jurassic Coast has a wealth of fossils, 
and the database means that anyone can access them 
from anywhere.” 

The Fossil Finder also includes general information 
about fossil types and how they relate to modern-day 
creatures. 

Richard Edmonds, Jurassic Coast earth science man¬ 
ager and consultant on the project, said: “We were 
careful to write the text so that there is something for 
everyone - from fun and accessible facts for children 
and beginners, to more in-depth information for spe¬ 
cialists and geology students. 

“We hope the Fossil Finder will capture people’s 
imaginations and inspire them to go and see the fossils 
for real in the museums.” 

The project was run by the Jurassic Coast Museums 
Partnership, and supported by Arts Council England, 
Natural England and the Museums Advisory Service 
at Dorset County Council. It is one of several exciting 
initiatives to enhance the appeal of the museums.

Appeal launched to save the Barn Owl

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) is launch¬ 
ing an urgent appeal to provide help for 
threatened bam owls in the county, after 
numbers have plummeted following 
their worst breeding season for 30 
years, in 2013. 

The barn owl was once a common 
sight in the British countryside, but the 
UK population fell by 70 per cent be¬ 
tween the 1930s and the 1980s, with 
just 4,000 breeding pairs surviving by 
2000. 

DWT is hoping to raise £27,000 to 
give the species a fighting chance to 
survive. 

Changes in weather patterns and 
farming practices are the two most cru¬ 
cial factors responsible for the decline. 
DWT’s Director of Conservation, Imo¬ 
gen Davenport said: “These iconic birds 
are under threat, having suffered four 
successive years of unusual weather, 
with long winters, cold springs and wet 
summers. 

“We must act now to improve their 


habitat, provide nest boxes which they 
readily take to, and raise awareness of 
their plight. Ninety-seven per cent of 
the UK’s rough grassland, that harbours 
field voles and other small mammal 
prey, and is a preferred hunting ground 
of barn owls, has declined; many old, 
traditionally managed hay meadows 
have disappeared, and there has been a 
huge loss of their traditional nesting 
sites, such as hollow trees, old barns 
and derelict farm buildings.” 

Support is urgently needed to com¬ 
plete the project over the next two 
years. 

Part of the work will include con¬ 
structing barn owl boxes in suitable 
habitats, visiting landowners to offer 
advice about how to manage land to 
benefit the barn owl, and delivering ed¬ 
ucational talks and guided walks for 
schools and communities, to encourage 
recordings of barn owl sightings, so we 
can monitor their progress. 

With just a couple of better breeding 


seasons, the population should rise 
again. One hundred per cent of funds 
raised will go towards the conservation 
work. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust is fortunate in 
having a breeding pair of bam owls in 
an owl box at its Lorton Meadows Na¬ 
ture Reserve, Weymouth, which can be 
watched on its webcam:

Free NHS health checks offered to test for diabetes risk 


DORSET residents aged between 40 and 74 are 
being advised to have a free medical check to assess 
their risk of developing diabetes. 

The twenty-minute NHS Health Check also as¬ 
sesses people’s risk of developing a range of prob¬ 
lems, such as heart disease, stroke and kidney 
disease. 

Based on the results, people who have a check are 
given personalised advice about how to reduce their 


risks, and opportunities to improve their health. This 
can include sending people for further tests, if nec¬ 
essary. 

Dr David Phillips, Director of Public Health 
Dorset, said: “Diabetes can be a difficult condition 
to live with but it can also be prevented or delayed if 
people make positive changes to their lifestyle early 
on. 

“It is really important people see the benefits of 


having a health check.” 

The local NHS Health Check programme is organ¬ 
ised by Public Health Dorset and delivered through 
GP practices and pharmacies. 

Anyone aged between 40 and 74 who has not al¬ 
ready been diagnosed with a cardiovascular disease, 
and has not had a health check within the last five 
years, is eligible and can book a health check through 
their GP or a participating pharmacy.

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THE Lyme Alpacas farm, in Ware Lane, near Lyme Regis 
is home to sixty elite alpacas. Grazing the cliff tops, look¬ 
ing out to sea and the Cobb harbour, they have a 
breath-taking view. Taking advantage of the best 
weather & pasture, we time our alpaca births for 
June/July each year, so now is a great time to visit the 
farm. We shear the alpacas in July using their fantastic 
fleeces to grow our range of 25 knitting yarns, from 
chunky to lace-weight.
